Alarms Company Officials 


‘East Jordan residents and 
those in the surrounding area 


‘are using local railroad shipping” 


transportation less and less ac- 
cording to figures released by 
Southern 
Railroad. 


Both in and out shipping by 
rail has been steadily declin- 
ing. 


From January sivoiek July, 
a six months period, the rail- 
road shipped in 20 cars less than

voix, one of the directors of the 
Gaylord Production Credit As-

“We expect to have 500 farm- 
ers. and their wives at this cele- 
bration which marks a milestone 
in the history of these farmer 
owned credit organizations,” 
said Martinchek. Highlighting 
the program will be a banquet on 
the night of August. 19th, when 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams and 
Robert B. Tootell, Governor of 
the Farm Credit Board, Wash- 
ington will address the group. 
Others on the evening program 
will-be D. B. “Woody” Varner, 
Director of Cooperative Exten- 
sion work, MSC, Clark Brody, 
member of the Farm. Credit 
Board, and Andres Lampen, Pre- 
sident of the Production Credit 
Corporation of St, Paul. 


The daytime conferences will 
be devoted to discussions by spe- 
cialists from the local and na- 
tional level on the subjects of 
taxes, interest rates, dividends 
and way of making farm credit 


more flexible and more in tune - 


with the ever changing needs of 
agriculture brought about by me- 
chanization, fertilizer, controls 
and economic’ conditions. 
According to A. J. Townsend, 
who has been secretary-treasurer 
of the Gaylord association for 
20 years, the.farmers of Michi- 
gan have borrowed over 130 mil- 


lion dollars through the 11 Pro-. 


duction Cnedit associations in 
Michigan over that period. Over 
the same period the membership 
in all the Michigan associations 
has grown from 100 to more 
than 10,000..At the same time, 
through the purchases of capital 
stock by the farmer, and by care- 
fully building reserves, the Mi- 
chigan Associations have paid 
back to the Federal government. 
nearly 2 million dollars which 
was originally appropriated to 
organize the Production Credit 
system: in Michigan. 

(Martinchek and Townsend, as 
well as the farmers of Michigan, 
are proud of this record of self- 
sufficiency and. independence, 
and they, therefore, feel that the 
events to be held in East Lan- 
sing will be a fitting celebration 
of 20. years accomplishments.

- And this year’s number of in- 
coming cars for the same period 
is 59 cars less than 8 years ago. 


Those carload shipments ori- 
ginating in East Jordan are 
dwindling, also. The company 
shipped out 12 cars less for this 
year’s °6 month period as com- 
pared with last year’s and 47 less 
as compared with 3 years ago. — 


Thus for the first six 
months of the last three years ° 
the company has lost a total of 
106 carload shipments .—- 59 
coming in and 47 carload ship- 
ments going out.

Rural Areas 
Liked Umlor 


Best In The 
| Primary Vote 


In the recent Primary election 
for Charlevoix county sheriff, 
Lester P. Umlor, of Hayes Town- 
ship, formerly of East Jordan, 
gathered more votes from the 
15 townships than any of the 
other seven candidates. 


The total vote of townships 
gave Umlor 196 votes; Rose 
was second with 190; Harper 
155; Ikens 144; Winnick, 71; 
Kanoff 61; and Smith 30. 


However, in the three cities, 
East Jordan, Charlevoix and 
Boyne City, Glen Rose topped 
Umlor by 279 votes. 

Russell Harper ran second to 
Rose in total county vote. With 
nearly 100 ballots tossed out in 
Boyne City because of both sides 
being marked, Harper fell 127 
behind Rose in the official 
count, 

If all discarded ballots in 
Boyne City had counted for Har- 


. per, he still wouldhave fallen 
short of tieing. Rose in total. 


county vote. What would have 
happened in a heavier turnout 
of voters is anybody’s guess. 

The -city of Charlevoix put 
Rose ahead of all other candi- 
dates. He picked up well over 
half of his total vote from that 
city. He fell behind in both total 
votes of. Boyne City and East 
Jordan and was six behind in to- 
tal township vote. 


Results of the voting shows 
that hometown candidates 
were backed up. 


Among the candidates, Rose 
and Ikens were the most familiar 
to the vast majority of county 
voters. , 

A big surprise to a large num- 
ber of voters was the fact that 
Ikens ran third in total county 
vote; and that he picked up so 
few votes in Boyne City and East 
Jordan. It was expected that the 
vote would be split in Charle- 
voix with so many candidates 
running from that city. 


Political observers: believe 


*« that if a larger number of vot- 


ers had turned out the pattern 
of voting would have been the 
same. . Possible difference 
would be the number of votes 
given Harper at Boyne City 
which might have given him 
the edge over Rose. 

But it is believed by many that 
with a larger turnout, Rose 
would still have remained on top 
of the county-wide tabulations. 

Thus, the election surprises 
were the large number votes poll- 
ed by Umlor; the few votes poll- 
ed by Ikens; and the large num- 
ber of people who did not know 
how to mark their ballot proper- 
ly. - 

Biggest surprise was found 
in the number of-—total votes 
cast. They were far below the 
total number of registered vo- 

‘ters in the county.

While there he will “work with 
teachers and farm leaders—help- 
ing the residents to help them- 
selves. It’s a Point Four arrange- 
ment. 

The Schroeder residence will 
be maintained here on M-66 and 


they will return to East Jordan. ~ 
after his two year job is done. 


The farm assignment was 
made to Schroeder by the For- 


eign Operations Administration.

State Foundation Cool To 


Use Of County 


The Michigan 4-H Foundation 


Fairgrounds 


has rejected possible use.of the 


Charlevoix County fairgrounds as its new northern Michigan site for 


state-wide 4-H club activities. 


For the last several weeks the foundation’s representatives have 
been checking northern Michigan for a site to develope. 


Howard Worthington, execu- 
tive vice-president of the foun- 
dation and A. G. Ketunen, state 
4-H club leader and a founda- 
tion board member, checked the 
fairgrounds Tuesday morning as 
result of a request by the Eagt 
Jordan Businessmen’s  Associat- 
ion. 


Main objection to the un- 
used 40 acres was its distance 
from the lake. They have had 
several offers of donated lake 
frontage. 


The representatives reported 
they have checked about 16 nor- 
thern Michigan. locations and 
have not yet made a decision. 

Some of the locations check- 
ed were the Loeb Farm near 
Charlevoix and the Birchwood 
Ranch near Charlevoix and other 
property on the north shore of 
the lake between Boyne City and 
Charlevoix. 


The East Jordan Business- 
njen’s Association has been 
working on the fairgrounds © 
suggestion for the last two 
weeks, making ready for the 
foundation’s survey. 


The foundation expects to 
spend several hundred thousand 
dollars to develop the site fin- 
ally chosen. 

The Businessmen’s Associat- 
jon discovered ‘through contact 
that many of the Charlevoix 
County Board of Supervisor 
members would have been will- 


. ing to turn the fairgrounds over 


to the foundation for such a pro- 
ject. 

The merchant’s chairman Fred 
Vogel, appointed M. N. McDan- 
iel as head of a committee to car- 
ry out negotiations with the 
foundation’s representatives. 


Other members of the com- 
mittee were Robert Campbell, 
Chris Taylor, Al Sinclair, Bill 
Huckle and Marshall Sayles. 


As the result of the committee 


work the Association now has de- 
tailed description on the fair- 
grounds and aerial photos for its 
files.
